Delouse Cows 


During Fall 


Pick a warm day late this fall 
and give your cattle the delous- 
ing treatment. Don’t wait for 
winter. 

Whether you have beef. or dai- 
ry cattle, a good treatment for 
lice will show up as a welcome 
sign in your account book, re- 
minds Ed Rebman, Charlevoix 
county agricultural agent. 


For beef cattle is a choice of | 


insecticides, Rebman points out. 
Here are the recommendations 
from the Michigan State College 
entomology department: 

In 100 gallons of water any 
of these may be used: 8 pounds 
of the 50 per cent wettable pow- 
der of DDT, or 1% pounds of 


'|the 25 percent wettable lindane 


powder, or methoxychlor—8 Ibs 
of the 50 percent wettable pow- 
der. 

But,-he cautions, only meth- 
ochlor of the three materials 
should be used on dairy animals 
for lice control. 

Lindane, acocrding to the en-| 
tomologists, can be used on dai- 
ry cattle for mange control. But, 
they, say, milk should not be 
sold for three days after the 
treatment. If lindane is used for 
control of mange in beef cattle, 
it should be at least 10 days be- 
fore sale or slaughter, the en- 
tomologists emphasize. - : 

Be sure to spray all the ani- 
mals in a herd, Rebman cautions, 
because lice can spread quickly.

This ran- 
ges from a 5,000 lb. aircraft en- 
gine'to a quarter of a pound of 
--xivets. There is almost no limit 
to the variety of items, since we 
_ have 190,000 different items in 
stock. It is difficult to deter- 
mine how much value is in the 
supply depot, but $200,000,000 
wouldn’t miss by to much. 
To do the job, we have about 
half the people who are located 
here at Nouasseur. The rest are 


in maintenance, transportation, 
procurement, medical, and the 
many other miscellaneous acti- 
vities that go to make up a de- 
pot. We have, in supply, around 
500 military and 300 US civil- 


jians. The remainder of our help 


-——around 1,000 more—are what 
we call “Allied” or Native Son”. . 


The Native Son program is‘an at- 
tempt to reduce the require- 
ments of US personnel over here 
and, though it is an excellent 
program, is not without many 
problems. They don’t speak or 


‘write English arid our French 


usually isn’t so good. Many of 
the Arabs don’t speak either lan- 
guage, and the largest group are 
illiterate. Making a truck driver 
or a fork lift operator out of a 
Mahamet who never drove any- 


thing more complicated ‘than a 


donkey is quite a chore. We are 


Native Sons to keep. our pro- 
gram going. The reason why we 


chave “backlogs” (are behind in 


our work) is that we haven’t 
had enough supervisors to admi- 
nister the detailed training that 
the program absolutely requires. 
We are. doing better. than we 
were a month ago, tho, and hope 
to be. -completely out of the 
woods by the beginning of the 
rainy season. in a couple. of 
months.’
